This has been a year of div ision rather 
than of unity. Top civ il rights leaders were 
sharply div ergent on how best to achiev e 
equality for all U.S. citizens, and bitter 
racial riots hav e rocked our cities and sub­ 
urbs from coast to coast. 
President J ohnson, Honorary National 
Brotherhood Week Chairman, has said, 
“ the gap between principle and practice 
still remains. It is our task—and our re­ 
sponsibility—to make certain that the gap 
is closed.” 
The National Conference of Christians 
and J ews inv ites all Americans to help 
close this gap by participating in year- 
round activ ities. 
Brotherhood Week is no solution to the 
problem of race riots and religious con­ 
flagrations in major American cities. Its 
sponsors agree to this and for this reason 
conducts year-round human relations edu­ 
cational program s.

PRESIDENTIAL DISABILITY 
In the 14 months that Lyndon B. John­ 
son occupied the Presidency after Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s assassination, the men next 
in line of succession were House Speak er 
John McMormack , then 
72, and Senate 
President Pro Tem pore Carl Hayden, then 
86. This prospect energized sentim ent for 
correcting the Constitutional void about 
succession to the presidency in either the 
death or disability of the President. 
The 25th Amendment, just ratified by 38 
states, fulfilling the requirem ent for three- 
lourths ratification, goes a long way to­ 
ward correcting these omissions. 
It pro­ 
vides means for the Vice President to as­ 
sume the office of President when the Presi­ 
dent becomes incapacitated, and the method 
by which the President resumes his office 
when he recovers. It also provides for the 
President to till the office of Vice President 
when it falls vacant by appointment, sub­ 
ject to confirmation by a m ajority of both 
houses of Congress. 


There are still obvious faults. There 
could develop a serious argum ent over 
when the President may resume his office 
if tor recovery and a decision could cripple 
he country. The President’s nomination 
or Vice President could also be held up in 
Jongress and leave the country w ithout a 
egal successor to the President for some 
ime. But these are minor adjustm ents 
om pared to the great voids the law' fills. 
Of the 36 men who serv ed as Vice Presi- 
iont, sev en died in office; eight succeeded 
o toe Presidency on the death of the Pres­ 
ident; and one, J ohn C. Calhoun, resigned 
n 1S32. These occasions left the second 
ugliest office in the land v acant for a total 
if 38 years out of the 178 years since the 
'oust it ut ion w as adopted in 1789.

Slow Student s Problem 
May Ha v e Medical Origin 
By WAYNE <i. BK ANTISTA HT, M. I).

The ability to read has become an essential 
part of our living. If your child appears to be of 
normal intelligence, has a good vocabulary and 
gets along with other children but is 
having 
trouble in school because he can’t read, you 
should tak e him to your eye doctor. 
The technical name for reading difficulty in an 
otherw ise intelligent child is dyslexia. The con­ 
dition is more common in boys than in girls and 
affects an estim ated IO per cent of all children. 
i he dyslexic child often shows no preference 
for his right or his left hand and eye dominance 
can be shown to be equally uncertain. The dis­ 
ability may he due in part to incomplete develop­ 
ment of dominance in one half of the brain. When 
neither half of the brain is dom inant, sk ill in 
languarge develops slowly. O ther causes of dys­ 
lexia include a home environm ent in which read ­ 
ing is not encouraged, 
poor teaching methods, 
im paired hearing and speech problems. 
E arly diagnosis (before age 7), treatm ent to 
prom ote the development of one-sided dominance 
and special training in reading have enabled many 
a dyslexia child to catch up with his schoolmates. 
P arents have also noted an im provem ent in gen­ 
eral 
behavior as 
these children 
approach 
the 
standards achieved by th dr classm ates. 
The diagnosis of dyslexia depends on an early 
suspicion by parents and teachers tha t som ething 
is wrong and that Hie child is not merely being 
stupid or obstinate. Next an exam ination should 
be made by an ophthalmologist and possibly a 
child psychologist. If your child is found to be 
dyslexic, bo thank ful tha t classes in remedial 
reading are now available in almost every city. 
A ttendance in such a class may m ak e the dif­ 
ference 
between 
a 
well-adjusted 
child 
and 
a 
chronic I a dure. 
(I— My son, lo, has diabetes. Is there any way 
to get his pancreas to w ork norm ally? 
A—The juv enile form of diabetes is inherited 
and is often hard to control. Recent studies in­ 
dicate that too strict an attem pt to control the 
blood sugar by giving too much insulin m ak es the 
disease 
in 
these children 
worse. 
N evertheless, 
some insulin m ust be given t hroughout I heir lives 
because the underlying pancreatic deficiency can­ 
not be cured. The antidiabetic drugs given by 
m outh to diabetics who develop the disease late 
in life are of no value in the treatm ent of juve­ 
nile diabetes.

Na tio na l Debt Hits All- Time 
Hig h; W ill To p $3 3 0 Billio n

WASHINGTON 
(A P) 
- The 
Treasury 
Department 
borrows 
S2.3 billion today. 
That won’t finance any new 
“ Great Society’’ programs. And 
it probably will get little, if any, 
attention 
outside 
the 
financial 
I world. 
But the borrowing will repre­ 
sent a vital cog in the mechan- 
I ics 
used 
by the Treasury 
to 
manage a luxury as old as the 
; nation 
itself 
— 
the 
national 
j debt. 
The Treasury will use the S2.3 
billion to repay another S2.3 bil­ 
lion it borrowed under similar 
I circumstances last year. And it 
goes through a sim ilar task ev­ 
ery Monday. 
As of last Friday, the national 
debt totaled $329.2 billion. Offi­ 
cials expect it to rise above $330 
billion within 
the 
next 
three 
weeks if the government pays 
its bills on time. It will drop la­ 
ter during the heavy spring tax 
collection months. 
The 
Treasury 
will 
have 
to 
borrow 
more 
money 
to 
meet 
these bills and this represents 
increased debt. 
That’s 
why 
the 
department 
asked Congress to increase the 
debt ceiling from $330 billion — 
the limit fixed last June — to

The lab or u nion, which rep­ 
resents over 13.000 S tate em­ 
ployes. presented its case for in­ 
creased retirem ent b enefits at a 
hearing on the retirem ent sys­ 
tem held in Alb any. 
A fter 25 year* 
Thomas Thompson, a memb er 
of the execu tive Board of Cou n­ 
cil 50 and a resident of Napa- 
noch. 
told 
the 
hearing 
that 
S tate workers in pay grades 1 
throu gh 5 shou ld b e gu aranteed 
retirem ent at fu ll pay after 23 
years. 
Thompson 
spoke 
b efore 
a 
panel that consisted of Lt. Gov. 
Malcolm 
Wilson, 
S tate 
Comp­ 
troller A rthu r Levitt and Cor­ 
nell Prof. David G. Moore. Prof. 
Moore heads a com m ittee set u p 
b y Gov. Rockefeller to stu dy the 
S tate's retirem ent system. 
Thompson rapped the com mit­ 
tee 
for 
w hat 
he 
called 
"the 
cloak of secrecy which has cov­ 
ered the stu dy". F u rther pu r- 
posals made b y Thompson called 
for workers in pay grades 
6 
throu gh 11 to retire at 90 per
